Tlie Tsetse Fly Found Innocent. 


It used to be believed that the tsetse 


fly disease, that plague 
of African 


tra\el, was duo to a poison natural TO 
the tsetse fly, as the acrid secretion of 
ants or hornets are natinal to those in- 
sects., A group of Englisli bacteriolo- 
gists have been investigating the dis- 
ease, and it is now known that the 
tsetse fly is the more bearer of the dis- 
ease. The fly itselt is the prey of a mi- 
nute animal organism, and • v/hen it 
sucks the blood of an ex, some of these 
parasites enter the wo.md and multi- 
ply incredibly in the 
blood % ess-sis. 


Specimens of the blood of affected an- 
imals have been shown under high 
magnification, and the tiny, eel-like 
parasites, not large* than blood cor- 
puscles, are seen in countless num- 
bers. Under another microscope a drop 
of fresh bloow was shown with the 
parasites actually alive and wrig- 
gling in disgusting activity. 
For 


comparison there were shown alive 
and dead, similar parasites found in- 
festing the blood of sewer rats in this 
country. 
Unfortunately these para- 


Bites appear not to aifect the health of 
the rats. 


Cupolas Made of Paper. 


Paper cupolas for building are re- 


markable for their lightness. A cupo- 
la of that kind consists of from twen- 
ty-four to thirty separate pieces, and 
is produced over a wooden model by 
pasting huge rolls of suitable paper 
one over tho other. Every 
separate 


piece runs uom the base to the top of 
the hemispherical root" of the cupola, 
and thus forms 
a 
vault-like 
strip 


Vvluch is broad at the bottom and nar- 
row at the top. 


For the pi eduction of these sepa- 


rate parts of the cupola roll paper of 
very good quality is used, whicn ja 
first cut into the requisite length and 
breadth, then moistened and stretched 
over the •wooden model.

first strip is pasted another, also mois- 
tened, over this a tliirJ, and so on un- 
til the necessary thickness is reached. 
The moistened strips of paper adhere 
firmly to each other and retain their

shape,

dried constitute hard, resisting pieces, 
which are made weatherproof by oil- 
ing, polishing with hou irons, asphalt- 
ing and varnishing, and are then put 
together in the shape of a round cu- 
pola.
